WASHINGTON,—Mr. Hoar was in
the senate Friday for the first time
since the death of his wife a month
Ago.

The resolution had no sooner been
disposed of than the Bacon resolution
looking to the adjustment of our dif
ferences with Colombia by arbitration
wus considersd.  Mr., Beeon did nol
contend thal our right o recognize
Pannma should be arbitrated, but he
did hold that a question for arbitvation
was presented in tne differences that
have arisen over the dictation of the
treaty of 1846,

Speaking of tha proposition to ten-
der the good offices of the United
States in order to settle the contro-
versy between Colombia and Panama,
Mr Bacon said that this mode ¢f pro-
cedure wonld be inadequate becanse
it would not take into account Colom-
bin's differcnces with the United
States.
